The committee appointed to
examine the wnccounts of the Sergeant-at-
Arme and the methods which permitted the
expensive Mr. Silcott to maintain & course
of syatematic emberzlement for a long time
bas made s singularly interesting report
Bosipess men particulnrly will be surprised
ao¢ amused by the revelation this repori
mankes of the free snd easy style of bandling
the people's money in the Bergeant-at-Arms'
office. Congressmen have now lesrned for
the first time how Incky they bave been to
have had any salaries to draw during the
past year or two.

Mr. Leedom csn hardly blame the Con-
gressionsl investigators for reflecting ee-
verely on his copduct in office. O! course,
beside the flagrant erime of Bileoft—who
got awsy with exnctly §70,788—the peculiar
practices of his superior oficer will not ex-
cite 0 much unfavorsble criticism as they
might huve done otherwise. Still, Mr. Lee-
dom's profitable habit of advancing sslaries
to Congressmen out of the Government's
money at 10 per cent discount, will not en-
hanee the reputation of theretiring Sergeant-
st-Arms.  Nor does it redound to his credit
that be pever counted the cssh introsted to
his care once during his incumbency until
Sileott's departure for Cansds had become
public. Beside the well-merited condemna-
tion of Mr. Leedom's peculiar methods—a
very mild phrase, indeed—we trust that Con-
gress will soe to it that Mr. Lesdom’s sue-
oessors in office will be compelled to attend
o their duties, these duties not to include
lending Uncle Sam's money to Congressmen
&1 10 per cent.

THE CHOICE FOB THE FAIR.

Everybody hos been stirred up to & more
nolive and immedinte interest inthe World's
Fsir project by the confident assertions of
practical men that there is no more time to
Joge if the fair is to come off &t all in 1892,
Notwithstanding the intense rivalry among
the competing cities—the eager desire of
each to possoss the sttraction—there is the
feeling common to all of 2 national pride,
which demsnds that wherever the fair be
beld it sball be s success. There is 8 quick
peroeption now that Congress must not
dilly-dally upon the choice of loeation;
but thet, on the contrary, whatever is to be
done should be done guickly.

What effect the demand for early action
will hsve cun only be comjectured; but us
the bulk of conjecture sa far runs, it favors
the ides that Weshington will profit from
the mewly swakened feeling. New York
is bardly in shape io make its most effective
showing at present. Preparing for the fir
is slow work with New York. Chicago is
farther on; but if New York cannot win for
itaelf it is presumed that It will fuvor Wash-
ington as the second ohoice.

The lufiuence of the Congressionsl Com-
mitiee also, we judge, will ultinaely be in
favor of the Nationsl Ospitsl.  Should the
latter vity be selected, Pitisburg can elaim
aredil for the approval of the judgment of
§ts Chamber of Commerce, which was one of
the first public bodies in the country to take
the broad view that the fair, if npational,
should be beld st the capital of the nation.
